Kept At Armory 
The gun arrived and was kept 
at the old National Guard Ar­ 
mory on West Second street for 
several months, pending the con­ 
struction of a foundation six feet 
in the ground, and made of solid 
concrete. The foundation through 
the years has even settled several 
inches. The gun itself weighs nine 
and a half tons and is solid steel, 
made of some of the best steel 
in the world. 
Frank Armstrong was post ad­ 
jutant of the American Legion. 
Armstrong endeavored to obtain 
a history of the field piece both 
from the United States govern­ 
ment and the German govern­ 
ment, but 
at that time 
things 
were in such confusion it was 
impossible to get an accurate ac­ 
count on it, other than that it 
was used as a seige gun, u s e d , 
in the Belgium campaign and the I 
Russian campaign. 


Little History Known 
When asked about its history 
Armstrong told all he knew, then 


added — “ I 
would 
like nothing 
better than to see it turned over 
to the United 
States 
for 
use 
against the country from which it 
was obtained.” 
The barrel of the gun is oi 
such fine steel that if struck with 
a silver dollar it still has a clear 
ring, which gives evidence of its 
value in construction and metal. 
“ When and if this war is over” 
Mr. Armstrong said, “ I am sure 
we can get another old field piece, 
and we 
will 
prefer 
American 
Made this time.” 
Others suggest# ! that if the gun 
is sold for scrap junk, that money 
obtained from its sale be placed 
in Defense Bends with the pur­ 
pose of obtaining another in later 
years.
